IMTRODUCTION 

This  is  a  survey  report  on  the  manufacturing,  wholesale,  retail-merchandise, 
service,  trucking  and  warehousing  ,  and  contract  construction  work  load 
anticipated  in  the  City  of  Boston  due  to  the  Inner  Belt  and  Southwest 
Expressway  Highway  Program. 

The  survey  data  used  in  summary  form  in  this  report  will  accompany  the 
Report  as  stated  in  the  contract  between  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  dated 
5  July  1966. 

Material  for  this  report  was  obtained  from  a  survey  made  by  Relocation 
Staff  members  who  made  personal  contact  iri.th  all  the  firms  noted  in  this 
report . 
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III.      PUIJPOSE  AND  METHODOLOGY 


FURFOSE  AKD  METHODOLOGY 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  essentially  detennine  the  Business 
Relocation  work  load  which  will  exist  when  property  begins  to  be  acquired 
along  the  Inner  Belt  and  the  Southwest  Expressway. 

The  Survey  Team  used  the  DPW  Right-of-Way  Maps  which  included  25  right- 
of-ways  identified  in  Attachment  "A"  on  page  k-   and  business  site  occupant 
survey  forms  SOIB.  The  salient  questions  asked  on  the  survey  forms  have 
been  summarized  by  right-of-way  and  by  type  of  business. 

For  the  employment  data,  the  various  types  of  businesses  have  been  put  in 
six  (6)  major  categories  using  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Code 
utilized  by  each  of  the  following:  U.S.  Government,  State  Agencies,  trade 
associations  and  private  research  organizations.  This  facilitated  collec- 
tion tabulation,  presentation  and  analysis  of  data  and  will  ensure  uni- 
formity in  presenting  the  data.

IV,      SUiyiMAEY  OF  FINDINGS 


SUMMARY  OF  FIKDIWGS 


There  are  a  total  of  kh^  businesses  to  be  displaced  by  the  Inner  Belt 
and  Southwest  Expressway  Highway  Program.  The  sum  total  of  all  these 
businesses  have  been  categorized  into  six  (6)  tsrpes.  These  types  are 
identified  as  follows: 


A.  Businesses  Simmarized  in  Categories 

In  classifying  the  various  types  of  businesses  we  utilized  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Code  which  is  used  by  the  U.S. 
Government,  State  Agencies,  trade  associations  and  private  research 
organizations  to  facilitate  collection,  tabulation,  presentation  and 
analysis  of  data  s'od   for  promot:-  f^  uniformity  and  comparability  in 
presentation  of  stairl^tical  dat-.i. 

The  following  illustrates  the  business  categories  we  are  concerned 
with  irx  this  report  and  the  types  of  businesses  that  would  fit  into 
the  six  (6)  major  categories  ... 

Manufacturing  (SIC  #19-39)  -  Includes  those  establishments  en- 
gaged in  the  mechanical  or  chemical  transformation  or  inorganic 
substances  into  new  products,  and  usually  described  as  plants, 
factories,  or  mills  which  characteristically  use  power-driven 
machines  and  materials  handling  equipment.  Establishments  en- 
gaged in  assembling  component  parts  of  manufactured  products 
are  also  considered  manufacturing  if  the  new  product  is  neither 
a  structure  nor  other  fixed  improvement. 

Ebcample:  Ordnance,  tobacco,  textiles,  apparel, 
lumber  and  wood,  furniture,  paper  pro- 
ducts, chemicals,  petroleum,  leather, 
stone,  glass,  metal  fabricating,  electri- 
cal machinery,  transportation  equipment, 
scientific  equipment,  food,  machine  shops, 
plastics,  printing  and  publishing. 

ViTiolesale  irith  Stock  (SIC  #30)   -   Includes  establishments  or 
places  of  businesses  primarily  engaged  in  selling  merchandise  to 
retailers;  to  industrial,  commercial,  institutional,  or  profes- 
sional users;  or  to  other  wholesalers;  or  acting  as  agents  in 
buying  merchandise  for,  or  selling  merchandise  to,  such  persons 
or  companies. 

Example:  Automotive  parts  and  accessories,  drugs, 
dry  goods,  groceries,  dairy  products, 
food,  electricl  supplies,  hardware,  plumb- 
ing, tobacco,  beer  and  liquor  distributors. 
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TJholesale  vith  Stock  (SIC  #50 )  -  continued 

paper  wholesalers,  oil  burner  distri- 
butors, gasoline  storage,  coal  and 
oil  distributors,  confectionery  dis- 
tributors, professional  equipment  sup- 
plies, flowers,  and  toy  wholesalers. 

Retail-Merchandise  (SIC  #32-59)  -  Includes  establishments  en- 
gaged in  selling  merchandise  for  personal,  household  or  farm 
consumption,  and  rendering  services  in  idental  to  the  sale  of 
the  goods.  The  establishment  may  process  its  products,  but  such 
processing  is  incidental  or  subordinate  to  selling. 

Example:  Building  materials,  hardxrare,  dry  goods, 
department  stores,  variety  stores,  food, 
automotive  dealers,  gasoline  service  sta- 
tions, apparel,  furniture,  home  furnish- 
ings, home  appliances,  television,  music, 
eating  and  drinking  places,  drug  stores, 
liguor  stores,  book  and  stationary  stores, 
jewelry  stores,  antique  stores,  sporting 
goods  stores. 

Service  (SZ!  #65,66,70-89)*  -  Includes  establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to  individuals 
and  business  establishments. 

Example:  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  personal  services, 
auto  repair,  auto  services,  watch  repair, 
shoe  repair,  movie  theatres,  dance  halls, 
bowling  alleys,  skating  rinks,  swimming 
pools,  medical  and  health  professions, 
legal  profession,  colleges,  schools,  muse- 
ums, non-profit  organizations,  domestic 
services,  accounting  service,  engineering 
and  architectural  services,  advertising, 
banks,  insurance,  churches  and  funeral 
services. 

Trucking  and  Warehousing  (SIC  -y^)  -  Includes  establishments 
furnishing  local  or  long  distance  trucking,  transfer  and  draying 
services  or  engaged  in  the  storage  of  farm  products,  furniture 
and  other  household  goods,  or  commercial  goods  of  any  nature. 
The  operation  of  tenninal  facilities  for  handling  freight,  with 
or  without  maintenance  facilities,  are  also  included. 

Example:  Moving,  storage,  freight,  transportation.

Contract  Construction  (SIC  #15,1^  ^  IT)  -  Includes  general  con- 
tractors primarily  engaged  in  the  construction  of  residential, 
farm,  industrial,  commercial,  public  or  other  buildings. 

Example:  Plumbing,  heating,  air  conditioning, 

painting,  electrical,  masonry,  carpentry, 
roofing,  concrete,  t^recking,  building.

E.  Elevator  Information 

There  were  a  total  of  30  freight  elevators  and  11  passenger  elevators 
being  used  by  the  businesses  being  displaced.  Fifty-four  firms  gave 
no  response  to  this  question. 


Employment  Characteristics 

1.  Of  the  total  kh9  businesses  being  displaced,  86  did  not  respond. 
There  were  353  firms  reporting  2625  male  employees  and  llj-1  firms 
reporting  99^  employees.  It  has  been  estimated  that  the  86  busi- 
nesses not  responding  could  have  approximately  962  male  and  fe- 
male employees  that  would  be  displaced.  This  could  bring  the 
possible  total  employee  displacement  to  4594-

F.   EMPLOYMENT  CHARACTERISTICS  -  continued 


2.   This  highway  program  will  displace  1.28^  of  the  work  force  as 
shown  in  Table  I  below  and  represents  the  total  work  force  in 
these  Standard  Industrial  Code  classification  categories.   The 
largest  number  of  employees  affected  by  the  relocation  will  be  in 
the  manufacturing  business  category.   There  will  be  1199  employees 
displaced,  which  is  1.56fo  of  the  total  number  employed  in  the  City 
of  Boston  in  the  manufacturing  category.   The  largest  business 
category  of  firms  is  in  the  retail-merchandise  and  service, 
totalling  332  or  73.9/0  of  the  total  firms  to  be  displaced.   This 
reflects  a  total  of  l^HS  employees  of  firms  who  responded  and  an 
estimate  525  for  those  firms  that  did  not  respond.   The  total 
possible  number  of  employees  that  will  be  displaced  therefore 
become  19^3  in  the  service  and  retail -merchandise  category.

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G.  New  Occupancy  Characteristics 

In  new  occupancy  responses  we  have  summed  up  five  variations,  i.e., 
Build,  buy,  lease,  combination  responses  and  no  response.  There 
were  four  other  kinds  of  responses  received,  namely,  build/buy, 
build/lease,  buy/lease,  and  build/buy/lease,  which  were  included  in 
the  combination  response  total,  since  they  would  not  be  meaningful 
information   The  new  occupancy  breakdown  by  type  of  business  is  as 
follows  .  .  .

H.  Floor  Space  Characteristics 

1.   Present  Area  Occupied 

Out  of  kk<^   businesses  3^^  responded  to  this  survey  q_uestion.   The 
businesses  that  responded  had  approximately  2,132,800  sg..  ft.  of 
floor  area  which  would  be  acquired.   There  were  86  firms,  66   of 
which  were  in  the  service  category  that  did  not  respond  to  this 
question.   Taking  an  average  per  business  in  a  type  category 
and  projecting  this  out  by  the  number  of  businesses  which  didn't 
respond,  we  estimate  a  possible  i|06,512  sq..  ft.  of  additional 
space  will  be  acquired,  bringing  the  total  space  to  be  acquired 
up  to  2,539,33^  sq.  ft. 

As  shovm  on  the  right-of-way  summary  forms  on  pages  20,  21  &  22, 
the  1001-i^OOO  sq.  ft.  "total  area  occupied"  category  has  the  lar- 
gest number  of  businesses.  They  totalled  l48  out  of  36k   responding 
or  ho. 6$,   and  it  follows  that  if  we  break  this  down  even  further 
the  retail-merchandise  type  of  business  has  the  largest  number  of 
firms  (72)  in  the  1001-UoOO  sq.  ft,  category.   Of  the  total  kkS 
businesses  being  displaced  the  largest  number  of  firms  (I86)  is 
in  the  service  type  category.

2.  Area  Required  in  Nev  Location 

Of  the  308  businesses  that  responded  to  the  survey  questions  in 
this  category^ there  appears  to  be  approximately  2, 615,850  sq. 
ft.  of  floor  space  that  \rLll   be  required  for  the  displaced 
businesses. 

There  were  l42  businesses  that  did  not  respond  to  this  question. 
If  we  take  an  average  per  business  in  a  type  category  and 
project  thiF  butiby  the'.nuriber  of 'businescGs  that  did  not 
respond,  we  estimate  that  an  additional  978,878  sq.  ft.  of 
additional  space  will  be  required  for  relocation.  This  would 
bring  the  total  approximate  business  relocation  space  required 
up  to  3,594,728  sq.  ft. 

The  largest  percentage  of  businesses  were  in  the  1001-4000  sq. 
ft.  category.   They  totalled  l48  businesses  out  of  308 
responding  or  46.7^.

Rent  Characteristics 

As  a  poscible  help  in  determining  what  rent  a  "business  would  be  able  to 
pay,  we  felt  it  would  be  meaningful  information  to  compile  existing 
rent  data  into  two  basic  charts,  Total  Rent  Density  Chart  and  Unit  Rent 
Density  Chart,  Which  would  point  out  the  existing  rent  structure  of  the 
businesses  to  be  relocated.   Each  of  these  two  basic  charts  were  then 
broken  dotm  into  businesses  that  would  fall  into  either  one  of  the  two 
highways,  the  Inner  Belt  or  the  Southwest  Expressway. 

For  a  no  response  answer  to  the  business  relocation  questionaire  SOIB, 
we  have  used  the  abbreviation  M  in  all  six  (6)  charts. 

1.   Total  Rent  Density  Charts 

This  chart  shows  the  relation,  between  the  total  monthly  rent  a  busi- 
ness paySjto  the  area  it  presently  occupies.   The  number  in  any  of 
the  coordinates  identifies  the  number  of  businesses  that  were  paying 
a  certain  rent  for  the  specific  amount  of  space  it  occupied. 

Example : 

In  the  coordinates  of  201-1+00  dollars  per  month  and  2001-1+000 
sq.  ft.  there  are  9  businesses  that  are  paying  each  between  $201- 
$1+00  per  month  for  an  area  of  from  2001  to  1+000  square  feet. 

The  Grand  Total  Rent  Density  Chart  is  broken  down  into  two  Sub -totals 
one  for  each  of  the  two  highways.  Southwest  Expressway  and  Inner  Belt.

This  is  the  same  information  "basically  as  in  the  Total  Rent 
Density  Chart,  only  in  this  chart  the  rent  has  been  brolcen  down 
into  unit  rents  (dollars  per  square  feet  per  year)  with  the 
area  in  square  feet  remaining  the  same. 

Therefore,  the  number  in  any  one  of  the  coordinates  identifies 
the  number  of  businesses  that  were  paying  a  certain  unit  rent, 
$/sq.  ft. /year.

The  Southwest  Expressway  and  the  Inner  Belt  Highway  construction  will 
in  the  next  few  years  displace  businesses  in  the  geographic  limits  of 
the  City  of  Boston.   Some  businesses  will  upgrade  their  operations  and 
still  others  \rill   require  either  additional  space  or  new  space  to  expand 
or  modernize  their  facilities. 

The  availability  of  vacant  commercial  and  industrial  space  for  displaced 
firms  can  be  derived  from  a  number  of  sources.   The  primary  source  of 
such  listings  is,  again,  the  Real  Estate  sections  of  Boston's  daily 
newspapers.   There  are  three  other  sources  of  information  relative  to 
vacant  commercial  and  industrial  space.  The  "New  England  Real  Estate 
Journal,"  a  weekly  trade  journal  devoted  to  real  estate,  is  a  useful  source 
for  ads  as  is  the  monthly  publication  of  the  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate 
Board,  "The  Realtor. "  The  Board  will  also  send  out  specific  listings  to 
a  broker  or  potential  user  upon  request.  The  weekly  publication,  "Banker 
and  Tradesman,"  also  contains  listings  of  vacancies.  A  listing  of  va- 
cant industrial  sites  throughout  Massachusetts  is  published  annually  by 
the  Division  of  Industrial  Development  of  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Commerce  and  Development. 

The  Industrial  and  Commercial  Division  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  works 
with  clients  engaged  in  relocation  problems  and  is  an  excellent  source 
of  information  about  existing  and  future  vacancies.   This  is  also  true 
of  other  Boston  banks  servicing  commercial  and  industrial  clients  who

have  relocation  needs.  The  Industrial  Division  of  the  New  England 
Coimcil  also  maintains  current  information  on  such  sites  for  the  New- 
England  area. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is  implementing  plans  to  maintain 
current  lists  of  sites  for  relocated  business  in  redevelopment  areas, 
and  also  to  make  available  to  q.uailified  potential  developers  sites 
for  commercial  and  industrial  uses. 

The  following  section  of  this  report,  while  not  complete,  is  the  most 
current  available  list  compiled  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
as  of  3  January  19^7  from  the  above  mentioned  sources.  This  list  ■tri.ll 
be  added  to  and  updated  when  additional  information  becomes  available. 

It  is  also  estimated  that  additional  space  of  between  500,000  to  1,000,000 
sq.  ft.  of  space  will  become  available  each  year  for  the  next  five  (5) 
years.  This  should  fit  in  with  the  staging  of  the  Program.
